“Guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree,” was the verdict of a jury trying 
the case of William A. Stultz, of 
Frederick, on trial at Rockville, Tues­ 
day for the killing of Policeman John 
Adams, of Frederick, some weeks ago. 
Chief Judge Hammond Urner im­ 
mediately pronounces? sentence, con­ 
demning Stultz to be hanged at Fred­ 
erick. 
The date of the execution 
will be set by Governor Ritchie. Ask­ 
ed whether he had any reason to as­ 
sign why sentence snould not be pass­

Stultz 
murmered: 
“Don’t be too hard on me.” When the 
sentence was announced he collapsed.
